INTERVIEW SUMMARY 

Applicants would like to thank the Examiner for the courtesy of a brief telephone 
interview which took place on June 1 5, 2009, in response to a voice mail left for the undersigned 
on or around June 9, 2009. In that interview, it was discussed that the claims are subject to a 
four-way restriction requirement orally set forth by the Examiner in the June 9, 2009 voice mail 
(and referenced in a June 10, 2009 e-mail, copy enclosed), as follows: Invention I, including 
claim 1 (and its dependent claims); Invention II, including claim 24 (and its dependent claims); 
Invention III; including claims 26 and 33 (and their dependent claims), and Invention IV; 
including claim 45 (and its dependent claims). During the June 15, 2009 interview the 
undersigned orally elected to pursue Invention I, including claim 1 . Accordingly, independent 
claims 24, 26, 33 and 45, and their dependent claims have been canceled in the Examiner's 
Amendment (except for a few claims which have been amended to depend from claim 1). 

In that telephone interview, as well as a brief telephone discussion on June 16, 2009, it 
was also discussed that claim 1 might present allowable subject matter if amended in the manner 
set forth in the Examiner's Amendment, particularly by specifying with more particularity the 
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staring point and ending point of the given cycle of the reward program. On June 18, 2009, 
amending claim 1 to add the "in each of said transactions" terminology was discussed and 
approved by the undersigned.
